If the ap- 
plause with which he was greeted 
is any indication of the chamber’s 
sentiments, Caillaux will have a 
clear majority in support of his 
program. The whole house, except- 
ing the irreconcilable radicals, so- 
cialists, communists and royalists, 
cheered at the end of his statement 
on the government’s projects for 
complete financial renovation. 

If the chamber votes these pow- 
ers it will be the first time that 
they have been accorded under the 
third republic, although it is the 
second time they have been asked 
for. M. Poincare, when he bal- 
anced the budget in 1924, in order 
to obtain the $100,000,000 Morgan 
credit, asked for power to effect 
economies by decree, which, under 
another name, is the same power 
requested by the present govern- 
ment. 


Beat Poincare on Issue. 


It was recalled in the chamber 
lobbies during the suspension of 
the session that Mr. Caillaux, who 
was instrumental in defeating the 
Briand-Poincare ministerial combi- 
nation a few days ago, wants the 
same powers as did the former 
president of the republic, two years 
ago. 

Full powers, as indicated in the 
finance minister's declaration 
day, mean the authority to make 
retrenchments in the expenses of 
the administration, reduce the num- 
ber of functionaries, cease recruit- 
ment of employes and cut down 
expenses of all sorts.

Wine Is Washed Ashore; 
Orgy Fatal to 5; Score Ill 


Cologne, Germany, July 6 (By 
P.).—A drinking orgy, that began 
when a wine-laden steamer was 
wrecked and its cargo washed 
ashore, has cost the lives of five 
persons and the serious illness of a 
score more. 

jAitracted by the wrecking of the 
steamer, which crashed into a bridge 
on the Rhine near here, hundreds 
of persons gathered on the. river 
banks yesterday and followed the 
wine casks réleased by the impact. 
The casks floated down the river 
for a time and then stranded on 
the banks where they were broken

The drinking went on 
until the river banks were dotted 
with persons overcome by the wine. 


So disorderly did the drinkers|

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NEW YORK INDIANS, 


There was a great gathering of red men in 


| the State of Wyoming last month when the 
anniversary of the battle of the Little Big Horn, | 


the last real formidable fight between the 
Indians of the North and the whites, was com- 
memorated. That gathering attracted news- 
paper attention throughout the country, for it 
brought vividly to memory Custer’s last stand 
and the gallant fight between his cavalry and 
the old warriors of the Northern border. 
There was another Indian: gathering about 
the same time which passed without any news- 
paper comment ~vhatever, except such as it at- 
tracted in the local press of western New 
York. It was held in Letchworth park, the 
beautiful wooded estate of the late William P. 
Letchworth, at the falls of the Genesee pjver in 
the county of Wyoming in New York, which 
Mr. Letchworth gave to the State. This east- 
ern gathering was the first council of the New 
York State Indians that has ,.been held in 590 
years. It was under the auspices of several 
farm organizations of the western counties of 
the State and served to bring to the former 
council house of the Senecas the leading men 
who are left of the once powerful Six Nations. 
The men who have succeeded to the titles of 
chiefs of the tribes no longer bear the pictur- 
esque names of their ancestors. Their cogno- 
mens are as American as their clothing and 
their diction as pure as that of their neighbors. 
There were present William C. Hoag, head of 
the Seneca nation; Chief Jesse Lyons, of the 
Onondagas, who is prime minister of the Six 
Nations; Chief Mountpleasant, of the Tas- 
caroras, who is today the largest Indian fruit 
farmer in the United States, and I. Francis 
Jemison, of the Allegany reservation, a direct 
descendant of Mary Jamieson, whose history 
as ‘the White Woman of the Genesee’ was 
familiar to every schoolboy of 50 years ago. 
It will surprise many persons to learn that 
‘there are some five or six reservations in the 
State of New York embracing some 60,000 
acres of land, upon which are located ; everal

‘They 
enact their own laws, appoinr their own magis- 
trates and carry on their affairs so quietly chat 
they seldom furnish sensational news for the 
edification of the white inhabitants of. the 
State. But very few of them are citizens.

bility for so high a tax rate as 
$1.80 for the current fiscal year, 
skis ahaa that its recommen- 
dation was for a $39,000,000 bud- 
get, which, after being pared con- 
siderably, is resulting in a tax rate 
of $1.80. 

Maj. Donovan then said _ that 
heavy supplemental appropriations 
to cover deficiencies had been re- 
sponsible for 15 cents of the newly 
increased tax rate and advised the 
council to work for abolition of 
the practice of supplemental appro- 
priations. 

“The budget should be made 
workable at the first of each year, 
and then we should stick to it,’ he 
said. 

“‘Aren’t certain items deliberate- 
ly omitted from the ‘budget on the 
theory that appropriations will be 
made to cover them later?’’ asked 
Jesse C. Suter, chairman of the 
council. 

Maj. Donovan admitted that this 
practice is customarily resorted to 
of stretching budgets after they are 
made. He said it was unsound. 

As soon as he had finished 
speaking, the council undertook 
consideration of the departmental 
estimat The first action was 
adoption of a motion to fix tenta- 
tively $40,000,000 as the maximum 
of recommended appropriations for 
departments. The council mem- 
bers acted on the theory that this 
sum could be recovered by a $1.80 
tax rate, although Maj. Donovan 
had just told them that there 
would be deficiency appropriations 
of more than $1,000,000 ney year. 
An added sum of $1,000,000 means 
10 cents added to the tax rate. 

The council members soon were 
lost in a sea of detail. They dis- 
covered that the commissioners, 
whom they seek to advise concern- 
ing the budget, will be required to 
report preliminary estimates to the 
bureau of ,the budget’ July 15. 
Whereas they considered the esti- 
mates for more than a month last! 
year, they calculated that this left 
them eight days.. Then it was dis- 
covered that the commissioners in- 
tended closing up their work in 
time to allow Maj. Donovan three 
or four days to tabulate their revi- 
sion of departmental éstimates. 

Council members had just con- 
gratulated themselves on having a 
wealth of statistical material with 
wv .ich to work, in contrast to scant 
information given them a year ago, 
but when they learned that they had 
only two or three days in which to 
conclude their consideration of the 
budget and started feverishly at 
work, they found that they were 
embarrassed by their data, since dif- 
ferent statements submitted to them 
were drafted on different plans and 
complicated instead of simplifying 
their labor. 

The commissioners today will 
officially consider Maj. Donovan’s 
recommendation for the 1927 tax 
rate. It is predicted that they will 
ratify the rate he recommends, 
$1.80.

GOOD IN VACCINATION. 

HE report of the central health 
T bureau, which is fostered by 

the International Red Cross, 
indicates that the United States has 
more smallpox than any other 
known country in the world. It is 
certain that we have more than any 
country in Europe, but when it 
comes to the counjries lying on the 
fringes of civilization, reports are 
so incomplete that the record may 
not be reliable. 

The reason for the undue preval- 
ence of smallpox in the United 
States is that among all the peo- 
ples who travel about much we are 
the least vaccinated. In order that 
a nation shall be safe from small- 
pox, increase in vaccination must 
go hand in hand with increase in 
railroads and automobiles. We have 
the automobiles and the railroads, 
but Germany, France, England and 
other countries in our class have 
the vaccination. Therefore, we 

take smallpox, in order to 
balance the account. This philoso- 
phizing grew out of my experience 
when crossing into Mexico 
weeks ago.

It is said that Mexican mothers 
once purposely exposed their chil- 
dren to smallpox because 
thought the disease inevitable, and 
the earlier in life a child had 
the less danger. Such is not the 
present opinion of mothers in the 
northern Mexican states—even the 
mothers of the peon class.

In Channel Swim, Says Pegler 
:

EW YORK, July 6.—Distribut- 
N ed along the French coast of 
the Englishchannel, up toward 
the narrow part of the sleeve where 
the English shore is faintly visible 
from France on «fair days, there 
are three women, two of them 
Americans, who have ideas of step- 
ping into the surf one of these 
summer days and swimming 
through tides and currents, storms, 
darkness and alarms of shark and 
octopus until their feet touch bot- 
tom at Dover on the yonder side. 
Dover does not seem to be very 
far away. On clear nights you can 
lean’ against the wind upon tae 
bluffs near the lighthouse of Cape 
Gris-Nez, which is pronounced Cap 
Gree Nay, and see the lights of the 
tramcars running along the Dover 
shore. And Will Burgess, the old 
channel swimmer and trainer, may 
yank you by the sleeeve and say: 
“I say, you know, look at that girl 
over there in Dover, with blue eyes 
and a mole on her neck. She just 
winked at me.”’ 


UT Will Burgess is a man 
B of extraordinary vision, 
because Dover is a long 
way off. It is 19 miles as the 
carrier planes fly on their way 
between Paris and London, and 
it ia 40 miles or so as the swim- 
mer swims, if the swimmer 
swims that far.

The three women who are dis- 
tributed along the French coast 
training to swim the channel are 
Gertrude Ederle, of New York; Lil- 
lian Cannon, of Baltimore, and Mrs. 
Jean Sion, of Dunquerque, a 
French town which lies farther up 


the French coast, not far from Bel- 
gium. 

Gertrude is only 19 years old 
now, but already she has left be- 
hind an amateur career and a 
record of amateur swimming cham- 
pionships which looks like a full 
aren of standard events in the 
water.
